Response to Election Requirement 

1 . The response to Election Requirement filed on 6/20/2008 has been entered. 
Invention 1 (claims 1-14, 16-34, 42-58, 71-75 and 82-88) has been elected.

2. The AF/D filed on 3/3/2008 under 37 CFR 1 .1 31 is sufficient to overcome the DE 
10150536 A1 and US 2004/0071389 reference. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments, filed 3/3/2008, with respect to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1-5, 10, 
1 1 , 1 3, 1 4, 1 6, 1 7, 20, 27-34, 42-44, 48-54, 56, 58, 71 -75, 82, 83 and 87-88 under 35 
use 102(a), 102(e) and 103(a) have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-14,1 6-34, 42-58, 71 -75 and 82-88 are allowed.

6,982,974. 
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The improvement comprises: 

Witli regard Claims 1,14 and 51 , " a filter circuit configured to filter 
information from said recovered clock signal and provide a transmitter 
clock adjustment signal that adjusts said transmitter clock in response to 
inputs from (i) said clock recovery loop and (11) a transmitter clock circuit;" 
as recited in combination with other limitation in claims 1,14 and 51 , 
respectively.
